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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MIS- 
SIONS OF THE LOUISIANA ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
OF THE M. E. CHURCH SOUTH, JANUARY, 1884. 

It is with feelings of minglel wonder and delight that we contemplate 
the progress of Missions in every part of the world. Every branch ot the , 
Ghnrch seems inspired with an nnwonted zeal in this great cause. 

Missionaries are finding their way to every part of the world, and de- 
positing the leaven of the Gospel among all the families of our race. 

Men, warmed with Aposiolio zeal, have abandoned the comforts of civ- 
ilized life, and are gone to the ends of the earth to bear to benighted nan 
tions the first tidings of a precious Saviour. 

Numerous Societies have risen into existence on both sides of the Atlantic 
under whose foistering care Missionaries are now employed. And from 
India, and from China, from Madagascar and from Japan, from Africa and 
from Australia, from Mexico and from South America, as well as from the 
scores of other fields, the laborers send op the cheering news that God is 
giving the heathen to his son lor a possession, and the intermost parts of 
the earth for his inheritance. 

Great changes are being wrought in the most ancient heathen States; 
the darkest forms of idolatry and superstition are melting away. It is said 
that Christianity has made greater progress in the last century than it did 
in the first century of the Christian Era. 

The Church is beginning to feel that the world belongs to Christ, and 
must be subdued to his reign; the Ministry are beginning to feel anew the 
spirit of their mission — the love of Christ is constraining them to go into the re- 
gions beyond. Our own Church and Ministry are drinking into this spirit. 
The world, the world for Christ ! is the cry that passes along the line of the 
advancing hosts. Neither the boundaries of continents nor the limits of 
civilization should circumscribe our efforts. Wherever man is found, 
wherever a wounded, bruised, and benighted soul exists, thither should we 
seek to turn the current ot that life-giving stream, which is to touch the na- 
tions and revivify the world. 

If the feet of them who bring the tidings of salvation are “beautiful 
upon the mountains,” some, at least, of the beauty will be reflected upon 
those w)>o send them along that shining pathway. And what object can be 
so worthy as that of raising those who are dead in trespasses and sins to 
life and immortality, through the faith of the Gospel? What sacrifice so ac- 
ceptable and pleasing to God, as to do good and communicate for this great 
work ot sending the Gospel to every creature? In what way, as in this, can 
we so effectually secure to ourselves durable riches, “incorruptible and un- 
fading?” In what way can we so effectually secure the approbation of our 
own conscience, and the plaudit of God our Saviour, as by contributing, 
with readiness of mind and true benevolence of heart, to the furtherance of 
the G'^spel and to the extension of the Eedeemer’s Kingdom. 
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The liberal soul deviseth liberal things. There is that scattereth, and 
yet inoreasetb; and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, and it 
tendeth to poverty. It is more blessed to give than to receive, for God. 
loveth a cheerful giver. Daring the past year there were no missions proper 
within the bounds of our Conference. The territory, otherwise missionary, 
was occupied by pastors on circuits and stations, aided by the local minis- 
try. The Board recommends the above coarse, in order to give efficiency 
to the work. We have a large missionary territory in our state, but for 
want of means, and in some instances men, we are not able to carry on the 
work as its importance demands. 

Can not we be moved, by love to God, and love to man, by faith and phi- 
lanthropy, by the benefits which are ours through the gospel, and by the 
coming glories of the Messiah’s eternal reign to send the Gospel to those 
who have it not? 

Now is the time, daring this centennial year, to set in motion a wave 
of infiuence that, with ever-widening sweep, may roll on from generation to 
generation, until nation after nation, with glad voices and willing hearts 
shall unite to crown Christ Jesus, Lord of all.

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CONSTITUTION 

l<oiiisiana Annual Conference Board of Missions 

OF THE 

METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH, SOUTH. 






Article 1. This board shall be denominated the Louisiana 
Annual Conference Board of Missions, auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Art. 2. The Board shall consist of nine members, elected 
annually by the Conference, five of whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum for business. At their first meeting, the Board shall elect 
from their number a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary and 
Treasurer. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occur- 
ring by death, resignation or otherwise. 

Art. 3. The President, or in his absence, the Vice-President 
shall preside at all meetings of the Board. 

Art. 4. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record 
of all the proceedings of the Board, and prepare the annual re - 
port of the Board for the Louisiana Annual Conference, a copy of 
which report he shall forward to the Secretary of the Board of 
Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and perform 
such other duties as the Board may direct. 

Art. 5. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and 
properties of the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and 
shall make a full report annually of the receipts and disburse- 
ments; and he shall transmit to the Treasurer of the General 
Board all moneys he may receive for General purposes. 

Art. 6. The Board shall regulate its own affairs. It shall 
have absolute control of the Missions it may establish with the 
consent of the preachers of the Conference, within its own 
bounds, and of the funds raised for their support. It shall hold 
a public Anniversary Missionary meeting at each session of the 
Conference, the proceeds of which shall be equally divided be- 
tween the Conference Board and General Board. It shall pub- 
lish a full report of its operations every year in the Minutes of 
the Conference. It shall annually estimate the amount that may 
be necessary for the support of the Missions of the Conference, 
and apportion the same to the Presiding Elders’ Districts for col- 
lection; and it shall divide the apportionment of the General 
Board among the several Districts of the Conference. 

Art.^ 7. An annual collection shall be taken up in every con- 
gregation, by the preachers in charg^ in aid of the Conference 
Missions, and another in aid of Foreign Missions, the proceeds of 
which shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the Board. 

Art. 8. This constitution may be altered and amended by a 
vote of a majority of the Conference at any of its annual sessions. 
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WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The following Constitution and By Laws are printed for in- 
formation, and recommended for use in the formation of Auxili- 
ary Societies : 

CONSTITUTION FOR AUXILIARIES. 

Article 1. This Association shall be called the “Woman’s 
Missionary Society of , auxiliary to the Louisiana Con- 

ference Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church South.” 

Art. 2. The object of this society shall be to aid in interest- 
ing Christian women in the evangelization of heathen Women, 
and in raising funds for this work. 

Art. 3. Any person paying a regular subscription of one 
dollar per year, or ten cents per month, may become a member of 
this society; and any person contributing live dollars per quarter 
for one year, or twenty dollars at one time, shall be constituted a 
life member. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall be President, one 
or more Vice Presidents, a Recording Secretary, Corresponding 
Secretary and Treasurer, who together shall constitute an Exec- 
utive Committee to administer the affairs of the Society. 

Arl. 5. Meetings of the Society for business and communi- 
cations of intelligence shall be held once a month. The anniver- 
sary of each Auxiliary shall be the last regular meeting before 
that of the Conference Society. At this annual meeting the re- 
Xiorts of Secretary and Treasurer shall be read, and the officers 
for the ensuing year elected. 

Art. 6 . This Constitution and the accompanying By-Laws 
may be changed or amended at any regular meeting of the Socie- 
ty, by a two-thirds vote of the members present, notice of such 
intention having been given at a previous meeting. 

BY-LAWS. 

1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Society, and to supervise its general interests. 

2. ‘ It shall be the duty of the Vice Presidents to perform the 
duties of the President in the absence of that officer, and to aid 
in devising means for the efficiency of the Society. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep a 
record of the proceedings of the Society, and to provide the pas 
tor with notices of the meetings. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to 
conduct the correspondence of the Society. It shall also be her 
duty to report quarterly, on or before the first of March, June, 
.September and December, to tiie Conference Secretary, the num- 
ber of members and work of the Society. 

5. Order of Exercises for monthly meetings: 1. Devotional 

exercises. 2. Reading and approving of Minutes. 3. Reports 
from members of what they have done for the Society the past 
month. 4. Report of Treasurer in writing. 5. Report of Cor- 
responding Secretary. 6. Unfinished business., 7. Adjourn- 
ment. 
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6. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect the dues 
of members, and to hold in trust the funds of the Society, keep- 
ing a book-account, and remitting to the Conference Treasurer 
on or before the first of March, June, September and December. 

7. Once each quarter, if practicable, a public meeting shall 
be held, in which reports shall be read, addresses given, and every 
effort made to increase general missionary zeal and intelligence, 
as well as earnestness in special work of this society. 

8. There shall be a standing committee of three to provide 
literary exercises of a missionary character for monthly and quar- 
terly meetings. 

9. If the work of the Corresponding Secretary and Tras- 
urer is too heavy for those officers, assistants must be elected. 

10. If an office becomes vacant by death, resignation or re- 
moval, it must be filled as soon as possible. 

11. Each lady connected with this society shall try to in- 
duce others to become members; and each shall do what she can 
to add to the general interest, remembering in prayer the Socie- 
ty, its workers, missionrschools, orphans, and missionaries. 

Where Auxiliary Societies find that it is best to make the fee 
larger, it is entirely within their province to do so. 

There will be an annual meeting of the General Executive ' 
Association at such time and place as may hereafter be deter- 
mined.

We are assared by both Bishop Keener, the President of the Board of ] 

Trustees, and Dr. Bash, the President of Centenary College, that that old 
and honored iustitnlion is in a prosperons oondition. 

The Conference Board ot Eiaoation have oome into possession of no 
data from which it can determine the amount ot money contributed (during 
the Conference year just closed) to the cause of Education. The Board of 
Trustees report $299 00 as having been collected since the last annual report. ^ 

Whether this comprises the whole amount collected daring Conference year ' j 

just closed we do not know, nor does it matter materially, since it is per- 1 

fectly apparent that that institatioa does oot receive anything like the sum ’ 

its naefulnesB and prominence demand. Formanylong years Centenary Col- 
lege has suffered, its usefulness has been checked and the cause of Education 
cation retarded, all for want of a few thousand dollars to pot it on a solid 
and unquestioned basis. Its survival is the strongest evidence of the suoi 
cess of persevering self-sacrifice. The one great question which has occu- 
pied our time and engaged our thoughts is, How can we relieve our Col- 
leges-from embarrassment, and promote their ^ork and encourage their 
aims? 

Ordinarily, the answer to this question is, “Give them patronage,” 
but in the present case no probable amount of patronage of that kind will 
meet the demand'll. Our Colleges need money, and if the Confertnee de^ 
sire to advance them on the highway to success, it must furnish money. 

That Dr. Rush is doing a grand work, a work out of which work will be 
evolved in the future, no one can disbelieve, if be will take the time and 
trouble to look into the report ot the Board of Trustees of Centenary 
College. 

Referring to Mansfield Female college, we find its success under the 
Presidency of R'^v. F. M. Grace, D. D. much greater than under the cir- 
cumstances, we bad hoped to see. 

Under circumstances calculated to depress any business and sufficient 
to crush an enterprise of this kind. Dr. Grace has succeeded in so quieting 
the agitation, aided by the effects of time and reflection, as to raise the at- 
tendance from 35 to 60 pupils, with a prospect for a still farther increase of 

patronage. . , 

This. College, like Centenary, though not in debt, greatly needs money, 
and without money will be necessarily hindered to some extent in its 

work. 

In view of the demands of our Colleges, the Conference Board of Edu- 
cation had determined to try to raise the sum of $50,000 as a thank offeiing 
to the Lord for His merciful providence over our Church daring the first } 

eentury of its existence, and apply the same to Centenary and Mansfield 
Female Colleges; $30,000 to the former and $20,000 to the latter. Respect-) 
fully submitted.

WiXBaAB, The 8Ute of Loaisiana through its repreaeatatives in Oon- 
BtitntioDal Convention aseembled, has declared gambling to be a vice, and 
in the face of this declaration has licenaed, and doee, through its courta of 
law, protect and maintain the Louisiana State Lottery Company in a species 
of gambling of which the Supreme Court of the United States has said: 
‘‘Experience has shown that the common forms of gambling are eompaia^ 
‘ively innocent when placed in contrast with the widespread pestilence of 
lotteries which enters every dwelling, reaches every class, infects the whole 
eoGumunity, preys upon the hard earnings of the poor and plunders the 
ignorant and simple;" and, 

WHXBais, The article of the Constitution which declares gambling to be 
a vice, is but a recognition of the spirit and precept of the Divine law 
which is above all human law, therefore 

Be it resolved by the Louisiana Annual Uonfereooe of the Methodist - 
Episcopal Church South; 

1st. That the licensing and legalising of a bosiness declared to be a 
vice is not only in open defiance of human law and decency, but a bold and 
defiant infraction of the Law of God,

L. Parker, Pbilo Sd. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and tbeir associates and sue- 
oessors such as the Louisiana Annual Conference may, from time to time, 
see proper to appoint, be and they are hereby created a body politic and 
corporate under the name and style of the *‘Lonisiana Annnal Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” and by which name the said 
corporation shall have succession, and be capable of suing and being sued, 
entering into contracts and receiving and holding property for educational 
purposes, and such charitable purposes as may, from time to time, be speci- 
fied by the said Conference at its annual sessions, either by donation or 
purchase.

CpNSTITUTION. 

ABTicLE I — Name. 

This organization shall be known as the Board of Ghuroh Extension ol 
the Louisiana Annual Gonference, Methodist Episcopal Ghuroh. South. 

ABTiciiS II — OflBcers and Their Duties. 

The officers of this Board shall be a President, a Vice President, a Sec- 
retary, a Treasurer, and eight managers, to be elected by the Louisiana An- 
noal Gonference, on nomination of the Presiding Elders, at its session next 
succeeding each session of ike General Gonference. The President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer shall constitute an executive oo:umitlee; the duties of 
the officers and of the executive committee shall be the same as usually 
pertain to such officers and committees in similar bodies. 

ABTIGL.2 III— Object, 

The object of this Board is to assist as an auxiliary to the Parent Board 
and to take charge of all the interests and work of Ghuroh Extension, in the 
Louisiana Annual Gonference, according to the provisions of the discipline. 

ABTiciiB IV — Funds. 

The funds of this Board shall be derived from contributions from the 
Parent Board, from collections taken by each preacher in every congrega- 
tion, donations and bequests. 

ABTICLE V— Meetings. 

This Board shall hold a meeting at each session of the Annual Gonfer- 
ence, at which regular meeting provision shall be made for anniversary 
exercises. Special meetings may be held on call of the executive commit*, 
tee. Five members of the Board shall be a quorum at any meeting. Va- 
cancies in the interim* of Gonference shall be filled by the Board. 

ABTICLE VI— Aid, 

All applications for aid shall set forth: 

1st. * A description of the building for which aid is asked. 

2d. The estimated and probable coat when completed. 

3d. The amount of cash and reliable subscriptions now on hand. 

4tb. The nature of the title, its validity, and whether held in trust tor 
the Methodist Episcopal Gbnrcb, South. 

5tb. The names of the Board of Trustees. 
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6 *h. Tbe number of church memberB, Sunday school children, and 
population of the place, whether within a city or town. 

7ih. Any additional facts that may be required by the Board, or that 
may be deemed necessary or useful to the Board in making a decision. 

In no case shall the Treasurer pay money to aid any church building 
until ordered to do eo by tbe execntive committee, and in no case shall the 
executite committee make an order for such payment until furnished with a 
written eertitioHte from the Hecorder of Deeds, for the parish in which the 
building is being erected, sbowing that the warranty deed, cooTeying tbe 
site of tlie church edifice, in fee simple, to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, is on record, and also a written oartifioate from the Trustees of such 
church building, assnriog 4he committee that the payment asked for from 
this Board will speedily open the boose for nse, free of debt. 

ABTicLE Yll — Assessments’. 

The doard at its regular meeting shall apportion among the Presiding 
Elders’ Districts the amonnts assessed upon the Conference by tbe Parent 
Board, and the District Stewards are instructed to apportion the assess- 
ments upon the Districts among the sereral charges of the same. 



REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

The statistics reported to the Conference show an increase which, under 
all the circumstances, speaks well for the workers in this field. 

We have now 159 schools, 962 officers and teachers, and 7006 scholars. 

We are glad to st-e that our people are keeping abreast with the con- 
Btantly increasing zeal of tbe religious world in behalf of ibis canse. 

Our Sunday School Periodicals, published at Nashville, show evident 
signs of improvement. The Secretary, Dr. Camnyngham, has valuable as< 
Hi'tance in the person of Bev. J. A. Lyons, and they are giving us, at low 
rates, literature which is doubtless equal to any in this field. 

These publications are also mailed in time to reach tbe most distant 
schools in time for use as demanded in tbe schoolroom. 

The Sunday School and its Methods, by Rev, J. A. Lyons, is a valuable 
book, and we recommend its oiroulation. 

Tbe last General Conference made some recommendations which ought 
not to be overlooked: 

First. It recommends that Presiding Elders hold District Sunday 
School Conferences in their districts either during the District Conference, 
or at some other time daring tne 3 ear. 

How far tl is recommendation has been observed in this Conference we 
are not prepared to say, but we respectfully suggest that such meetings 
would greatly stimulate oar Sunday School work. 

Second. The second recommendation is that a Sunday School Confer. 
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enoe ConventioD be held at snob time and place as may be iadioated by the 
Sunday School Board. 

We are aware that a proposition of this sort will meet with some oppo- 
sition; bot we think it would be well to test the plan, and not write it down 
as impracticable or inefficient before trial. We therefore recommend that a 
Convention be held at Mansfield on the Hth sud 15th of June next, and 
that said Convention be composed of Presiding Elders, Pastors, and one 
delegate from each Sunday School. The Board would respectfully recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutioo: 

That in the hundredth year of Methodi'^m on this continent, we de- 
Toutly render thanks to Almighty God for His blessings upon the Sunday 
School cause, and that we make a special effort this year to bring up the 
number of Sunday School scholars in every charge to the number of Church 
members in the same.

REPORT OF CENTENARY COMMITTEE. 

The Oonterence Centenary Committee met lu the pastor’s office of the 
Carondelet Street Church, on Thursday, the 10th instant, at 2 r. m., and 
perfected its organization by the election of the following officers, viz: 
Bev. J. B. Walker, D. D., President; Bev. J. M. Beard, Secretary, and S. 
B. MoCutchen, Treasurer. Upon motion, Bev. C. W. Carter, D. D., was 
elected to preach the Centennial sermon at the next session of the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference. The following committee was created to arrange 
the necessary preliminaries of the Centennial celebration within our Con- 
ference boundaries: Bev. John T. Sawyer, Chairman; Bevs. B. F. Alexan. 
der and Charles F. Evans. 

Bev. C. Keener offered, substantially, the following resolutions which, 
after prolonged discussion and some inessential changes, were unanimously 
adopted: 

Besolved, That the leading object of the Centenary observance of this 
Conference shall be the spiritual improvement of our people by reviewing 
the signal mercies of God to us as a Church the first hundred years ot 
our organic life, and that, as an expression of our gratitude to God for His 
blessings, we make a thank offering of such a character as shall not only 
be permanent, but aho increase the efficiency of oUr Church in this State 
lor years to come. 

Besolved, That as such thank offering we endeavor to raise the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars as a Centenary fond to be divided between the causes 
of Church Extension, of Education and of Domestic Missions as follows. 
$20,000 for Church Extension, $20,000 for Educatiou, and $10,000 for Do- 
mestic Missions. 

Besolved, That while we will recognize the right of each donor to give 
spesifio direction to the contributions which he may make to the fund; yet, 
in view of the destitution throughout the territory occupied by us of par- 
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sonage and oburoh buildings oansed, in a measure, by those peculiar diffi- 
culties with which we, as a Conference, contend, we recommend that one- 
half of that portion of our Centenary fund to be raised for Church Exten- 
sion be expended in the erection of parsonages and churches, or the pay- 
ment of debts upon such property, within our own State. 

Besolved, That among our educational enterprises in Louisiana, Cen- 
tenary College stands forth first and prominent, the oldest institution of 
learning in the Southern connection, it being the magnificent monument 
of a former Centenary of Methodism; and that, in Tiew of the good work it 
has dene in years gone by and is continuing to do in the Southwest edu- 
cating ministers and the sons of ministers free of tuition, and thereby con- 
serving the interests of Methodism by filling our pulpit with an intelligent 
and consecrated ministry, therefore, we recommend that one-half of the 
fund donated to education be expended in the repair and endowment of 
Centenary College; and that, in view of our spfcial obligation to Mansfield 
Female College, it being the exclusive property of this Conference, the 
other half of this fund be expended in the repair and endowment of that 
institution of learning. 

Resolved, That the fourth Sunday in May, of the current year, and as 
many Sabbaths thereafter as will suffice for the accommodation of works 
composed of more than one appointment, be set apart for the public Centen- 
nial services in all the churches within our Conference boundaries. 

Committee adjourned subject to call.

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REPOKT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PUBLICATIONS. 

Your committee MSk leave to report that they have ooDsidered tbe sab- 
jeot of Cbaroh Pablioatioos. 7 be pablishlDg iotereet has become one Of 
the great iodaatries, as we 1 as one of tbe most effioieot of all the factors of 
moderm oivi.iz itioo. Withoat printing we see not bow tbe Seformation 
ever could have become tbe widespread and permanent power it is* 

Tbe illastrions and sainted Wesley, in so many things an example 
worthy of ail imitation, was quick to see, and avail himself of the power of 
the press, and soon became eminent as a pnbliaber of books original, com. 
piled and republiehed, and illustrated in a conspicuons degree what may 
be done in this direction. Hi.* magazine was begun so early as 1778, one 
hundred and six years ago. His various publications amounted in the ag- 
gregate to 14 volumes of closely printed original prose works, fliscom- 
m<‘Otaries and compilations and abridgements form a list of one hundred 
and nineteen publications in prose, one of which, entitled the ^'Christian 
Library,” alone cootaioed fifty volumes. He publisued fifty-two separate 
works iQ poetry, the joint work of himself and brother, Oharles Wesiey 
aiid lastly, five collections on hymns and tunes. 

As early as the conditions of our new coin ry would permit, American 
Methodism followed in the footsteps of Wesley, and English Wesleyans. 
As earip as 1788 oflaoial attention was giveu to tbe publioation of bo...k8 by 
the appointment of a “Book Steward,*' with a borrowed oapitol of $600 * 
Tiiis was the foundation of the great “book concern'* of tbe Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, which was first located at Philadelphia, and removed to New 
York in 1804. A branch' was established at Cincinnati in 1820. The two 
branches represent a oapitol of near two millons dollars. Our first Ameri- 
can Methodist newspaper, “The Zion Herald,** was established in 1822; 
the ' Christian Advocate,” in New York, four years laier, 1826. As far back 
as 1818 the Methodist Magazine, now the Quarterly of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Cbaroh, was began. 

Immediately on the organization of the Methodist Episcopal Oharoh, 
South, at Petersburg, Va., 1846, a Book Ag^nt was elected, the venerabla 
John Early. As soon as oircnm-tanoes wonld permit a Publishing Honse 
was established at Nashville, Tennessee. 

The last report of onr Book Agent shows that our Publishing Honse is 
more prosperous than ever before— that its bnsiiiess and its nsefulness 
contionaily extending. 

Our various poblisbing ente* prises constitute a grand arm of aggress- 
ive, as well as conservative force, in tbe spiritnal war of light against dark- 
ness. As Christians, and as Methodists, we should see to it that this great 
agent of power is preserved and invigorated. 

A man’s associates determine his character. Our most, iutimate com- 
panions are the authors of the books we read; they are with us when others 
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deorad oor preMirae; tb«y enter into oor bomee, aud onquesiiotied, 
ifOM the tbreehholda of our private ohambe're. 

Bed books ere iesoed iu Test nombere. la New York e'oae 200,000 
books of fiction nod sensetiooel stories ere i«isaed per w^-ek. Fa« ot tbees 
books tend to the knowledge or love of G >d, but for tbe uiost pert exert e 
demorelisiog ibflaenoe npou their reeders, most ot whom ere young end iu 
e formstive period of their lives. Books ere eqael toeoything in influence^ 

perentel example, precept end prayer, in edacetiug end monldiog 
cherecter. Oar work is to fill tbe mind with troth, so that there shall 
neither be room nor teste for error nor for imniorelity. We most print iuter- 
estiog hooks, end we mast sell tbeui cheep, so tbet the breed in oor 
Father's boase shell he ee cheep end es eooessible es tbe basks on which tbe 
■wine do feed. 

Oar Pabishiog Hoase bes issaed velaeble oommenteriee. Biblical die* 
Uonnries, steuderd tbeologicnl works, eod bes been specielly rich in tbe de- 
perUnent of Gbaroh history, biography eod Christien ezpeiienoe. Wears 
glad to know that oar varioa<« Advocates ere weekly prenobing, teaching 
end cheering oor people, end keeping as ell advised of tbe fortones of tbe 
war the Ohnroh militant is waging against error end sin. Tbeir oironla- 
tioD is extending, bnt this oironUtion ought to be more rapid end exteosive. 
Tbe fields ere white to tbe harvest, tbe opportnnity wide, inviting ns to 
reach forth oor sickles end reap for God. As Gbristieos, we wish Ood 
•peed to ell who ere writing end printing for Gbrist— bnt yonr committee 
especially recommend onr periodical Sandey School poblioetions, onr cen- 
tral orge i, the Gbristien Advocate, end onr New Orleans Gbrietian Advo- 
cate. These papers, by their bbeepness, their intellect, eod their nsefnl- 
neee, commend tbemeelv«e to oor most hearty approval and diligent en- 
deavors to extend tbeir oircnletion.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

• We, yonr G«'mmittee on Memoirs, reepeetfnlly, tboogb with sadness, 
report that three of onr members. Revs. Joel Banoders, Wm. D. Stay ton and 
J. Lane Borden have been ont down by the rntbless hand of death sinoe 
ear last session, and we present yon herewith sketches of their lives: 
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BET. JOEL BAUNDEB8. 

Bev. Joel Hanndera wae buru id OoDoordia parieb. La., J na*ry 26* 
1814. waH oouTerte l od the Didht of NoTember 1, 1828. and on the daj 
thereafter j >ioed tbe Methodist Episcopal Ghurob, under the ministry of 
Bey. Thos. OriAn, of the Mississippi Conference. On the 17th of July. 
1836. be was licensed t • preach and was admitted on trial in the Mississippi 
Contereoce the folio <iDg December. 

Hia first appointment was to Concordia Circuit. The second year he 
traveled the Baleigh Circuit; at the close of which he was received into full 
soDDectlon and ordained Deacon by Bi*»hop Morris. The third and fouith 
yesrs of his ministry be traveled the tLake Washington Circuit; and was 
ordained Elder by Bishop Andrew in D 0 ‘<mber, 1840. In 1841 he traveled 
the Natcbitochea Circuit. In 1842 and 1843 he traveled the Caddo Circuit. 
In 1844 he was reappointed to the Natchitoches Circuit. In 1845 he traveled 
the D’ArboDne Circuit At the close of this year, having received but on* 
hundred dollars for the year's labor, and no probability of paying his 
debts, be located. In 1836 he taught school. . In 1847 he was employed on 
the Minden Circuit. In 1848 be was engaged in agricultural pursuits, and 
at the close of this year was readmitted into the Lonisiaoa Conference. In 
1849 traveled the Bed Biver Circuit. In 1850 the Bossier Circuit In 1851 
the Jaoksdn Circuit. In 1852 he was presiding Elder of the Shreveport 
District. From 1853 to 1856, inclusive, he was Presiding Elder ot the Mon- 
roe and Ouachita Districts. In 1857 he was agent for Qomer College; and 
was Tract agent in 1858. He was on Grand Cbeniere Mission in 1859 and 
1860. From 1861 to 1863, inclusive, he traveled the Calcasieu Circuit At 
the close of i863 he was granted a superannuated relation, which relation be 
sustained to the day of his death. 

Brother Saunders was' twice married; first to Miss Muford in 1840. Hia 
second marrisge was to Miss £ H. Ashly, of yernoo. La., in 1867. He 
emigrated to Texas and settled in Cherokee county, in 1865, in which state 
he continued to reside the remainder of hia life. 

Brother Sauodeis was a good man and a sound preacher; always 
sealoos in the cause of Christ and ready to defend the doctrines of his 
Church. 

He was in feeble health tor a long time; but about six weeks before his 
death he began to fail very rapidly, and fnlly realised the fact that bis work 
was about done. 

While disease committed its ravages on his body it seems that his mind 
was unimpaired. He died in **great peace" and without a struggle August 
1, 1883. 

Thus passed away another of the faitkfnl laborers in the Master's vine- 
yard. 

Besolved 1st, That' in the death of Bev. Joel Saunders the Church has 
lost a good man and a faithful minister. 
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BeaoUed 2d, That we tender our Ohrietian sympathies to his bereaved 
family. 

Besolxed 3d, That a copy of the miaates oontaioing these resolatioas 
be forwarded to bis sfiiioied widow.

REV. W. D. STAYTON. 

Rev. Ytm. D. Stay ton was born in Washington — now Marion— >Ooanty, 
Ey., April 1st, 1826; married to Miss Francis H.* Ashley July 6tb, 1847; con- 
verted in Angnst 1848, licensed to preach in January 1856, and died iu 
Gonshatta, La., January 18th, 1883. 

On a leoommendation from his *Qaarterly Conference be was received 
on probation in the Lonisiana Annual Conference on February 5th, 1857, 
from which time to the year 1869, he served faithfully and acceptably the 
following works: North Rapides Circuit and Colored Mission in 1857— C8. 
Calcasieu Circuit in 1859-60. Natchitoches Circuit in 1861-62. Parmer- 
villo Circuit in 1863-64-65. . Downsville Gironit in 1866. baitholomew 
Circnit in 1867. Iona, now R«yville Circuit in 1868. Waterproof Circuit 
in 1869. 

At ike close of 1869 he was transferred to the Memphis Conference and 
appointed to the Decaturville Circuit. He was permitted, however, to labor 
on thin Circnit bnc eiaht weeks, owing to physical inability. 

At the close ol 1870 be was retransferred to the Louisiana Conference 
and traveled the Springville Circuit in 1871-72-73; Sooth Bossier Circuit 
m 1874. 

At the c'ose of 1874 he located, but was re-admitted into the Confer- 
etioe in December 1876, He traveled the Colfax Circuit in 1877; Springville 
Circuit in 1878r79; Pleasant Hill in 1880. He was appointed to South 
Bossier sg lin lor 1881 but a severe attack of pneumonia, which developed 
into a fatal oousumption, prevented bis i^oing to his Circuit. 

Brother Staytou was ordained Deacon by Bishop Paine at the close of 
Lis Second year in the itinerancy, and Elder by Bishop Andrew in De- 
cember 1865. He was a good man, a faithful and earnest preacher, 
a devoted and affectiinate husband and father. 

During bis illoe-s he rejoiced much “in hope of the glory of God.” 
In the word of God and the incomparable hymns of the Church be took 
great delight. He snug almost to the last, and often in great suffering be 
would sing "Piiase God from whom all blessing flow,” etc. 

Brother J. B. Cassity, who was with him mnob, says: 1 returned 
from Conference just in time to spend his last bouts with him. I saw ou 
entering his room that be was crosaiog the *'narrow stream” and was almost 
touching the other shore. He recognised me, took me by the hand and 
said he was not suffering mncb. About an bonr afterward be passed eway. 
The next day after appropriate funeral services at tne church in presence of 
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% large oonooarae of people be was baried in the oemetery at SpringTille, 
one mile from Gonshatta. 

Brother Stayton learea a wife, two sons and three danghters, all grown, 
two of whom are members of the ehnroh. He lired the life of a Christian 
and died in the trinmpbe of the Christian Faith.

This beloYed Brother was born in Newberne, Qreen Oonnty, Alabama, 
in 1845, of highly respectable parentage. When a little boy be was oon>< 
▼erted nnder the ministry of Rct. F. M. Grace, who afterward prepared 
him for college. In 1866 he entered the Son them UniYcrsity, in which in- 
stitution he acquired a finished education. In 1669 he came to Lonisiana 
and was a Professor in Homer College for one session. From thence he 
went to Trenton and engaged in teaching. In January, 1870, he was ad- 
mitted on proba ion in the Louisiana Annual Conference, and appointed 
to Trenton and Monroe as junior preacher with Her. Chas. F. Erans, 
preacher in charge. At this place be was particularly noted for his effi- 
ciency among the children in the Sabbath School. In 1871-79 he was ap- 
pointed to Trenton Oirouit. In 1873 he was President of Homei College. 
In 1874-75 be was at Morean Rtreet Chnrob, in New Orleans. On Ternon 
Circuit in 1876. At Monroe and Delhi in 1877-78. At Mansfield station in 
1879-80, and reappointed to the Presidency ot Mansfield Female College in 
1881-82-83, in whioh oapaetty he serred tfooeptabiy till his death, which oe* 
onrred at the close of the spring session of the past year. 

Brother Borden was ordained Elder by Bishop Eavanangh in 1879. At 
to his ordioatioa to Deacon’s orders committee haye no information 

He Was BBsrried to Miss Ollie Sheoherd, of Trenton, La., in 1871, whom 
he leaves with six little children in a dependant condition. ' 

Daring the oonneotion of Brother Borden with this Conference, from 
1870 to 1883 itialusive, there baa never been a complaint presented to this 
Conference sgain-t him. 

On the 16tb of June last he fell by the hand of vtolenec and now fills 
an uotimely grave. 

Tour committee would heartily oommend the widow and children ta 
yonr fostering oare and pray the blessing of Almighty God upon them.

BSy. J. LANX BORDEN. 

(A eulogy delivered by Rev. Charles F, Evans, D. D., at the Conference 
Memorial Service, and published by request of the Bishop and hit cab- 
inet.) 

I had the pleasure of standing in the most intimate and confidential 
relations with Brother Borden. As the memoir has Just recited he com- 
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menced his iunerent life noder oje. I married bim, received bie wife iuto 
ibe oharoh. baptised his first child, aod now, with tearful tenderness, par- 
ticipate in this service. 

The oiroumstanoes of our Brother’s sudden, tragic death have given oc- 
casion for multitudes to scrutinize his life, and for those %^bo knew and 
loved him best to con their recollections and publish his praise. H's early 
childhood finds a loving admirer in the venerable and renowned Prof. 
Tutwiier, of Alabama, who says: “I have no he itation in saying that I 
have never had a better or more successful student, nor one more upright in 
all his deportment. An experience of more than fifty years with boys has 
oonviuoed me of the truth of the adage that ‘the boy is the father of the 
man.”* A classmate of his in the Southern University says: “He enjoyed 
the full confidence of the faculty and the confidence and respect of his 
fellow-students both for bis exitellenee in study and for the parity of hts 
character." A distingnished citizen of Alabama says: “A fellow-stndeot 
who knew him for years in his young manhood, ‘in the heyday ef the 
blood,’ renders this willing testimony: ‘He was of a calm, thonghtful re- 

flective spirit; he received ‘fortune’s buffets and reward with equal thanks;’ 
the passions aod the judgment were so well commingled in him that he was 
beyond the fonl clutch of lust — aod any girl, pure or impure, was as sate 
under bis guardianship as it she were beneath the sheltering arms of her 
own lather.’ ” His pupils in Homer, and those in Mansfield Female Col 
lege, which from being the site of his asshssination has become his monu- 
ment, have with one accord indignantly repelled the charges of the assas^ 
sins, and with tearful tenderness dwell upon his virtues and extol his mem- 
ory. Ills ministerial brethren, both in his own ohnroh and others where 
he has labored, boldly assert their oonfideoce in bis purity of speech and 
conduct, and bewail the loss inflicted upon a noble citizenship, np^n the 
cause of education, upon the heroic workers in all philanthropic enterprises 
and upon ‘‘the church of the living Qod." 

As a man, he wis possessed of an acute mind, skillfully trained by 
scholastic exercises and stored wilh the harvest of centuries of polite and 
scientific investigations. With such an equal development of bis facnlties 
and such a varied fund of information he was too big to be a bi*ot and too 
valuable to be a cipher in^any circle. Xu either of bis chosen professions, 
in mercantile and political gnilds, where necessities of his own or of others 
called him, and in the social and political spbtere his intellectual force 
was respeetod and sought. With this acumen he combined sensibilities as 
severely disciplined in the sobonl of ObriHtianity. 

From his chiiuhood to the day of his death he was distingniobed for 
his unexcspti n «bte life. Like other men be was the sobjeot of disappoint- 
ments, and in turn he disappointed the financial ^xpectatirns of hi- friends. 
But when tbr e days before • i« .teath he publicly referred to the auooeHS 
which crowned bis self-denying toil, with a smile of honest pride he defied 
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aoyoue to present a claim be was not willinc; and able to pay. His cheer- 
fnluess brouf^bt sunsbioe into every company, and bis majenanimity is 
nubly sbowo in that whatever sorrows be felt in his heart his face and his 
voice carried only happiness to his friends. 

He was polite at heart, and his manners were not acquired from the 
usages of redned circles, bat came freely from the benevolence that cheer- 
fully sacrificed personal comfort and ambitioo to the necessities and com- 
forts of others. Money was regarded as valueless in itself, and bis gener- 
ous disposition kept him poor while making others rich. He was a man of 
tender and profound sympathy, of ardent and strong convictions, and 
never lacked for the courage of expression or the fortitude which robbed 
defeat of its pang. In personal valor he was equal to all the emergencies 
which rose in bis life, and yH he was tbongbtfnl, deliberate and self- 
poised, Frugal in his diet, abstemious in bis drink, modest in bis ap- 
parel, unremitting in toil, bountiful iu his gifts, patieot in disippomt- 
meats, resigned under afflotioot, magnanimous toward his enemies, and 
tenderly affdotionate to his friends, be presents us an unselfish life 
thoroughly consecrated to his Master’s cause. 

As a father, he was both gentle and strong. As a husband, he was both 
fond and pure. As a friend, he wa's true, to his own damage, and constant 
as the North Star. As an educator be accepted the solemn trust of youth- 
ful minds with a trembling sense of responsibility and stood in the place of 
their parents as with a commission from Deity. As a minister of Jesus 
Christ, he was a burning exponent of his Master’s love, and whether he 
worked or prayed, instructed or entreated, be did it with a heart that was 
full of kiodness. 

We have lost from our number a gentleman, a scholar and a Christian; 
as related to our Conference, a servant, a friend and a brother. After the 
fierce assault, and murderous shot, and savage shriek and the fiendish waltz 
of his assassins, bis body in a quiet grave finds an "honored, undisturbed 
sleep from which none ever wake to weep.” 

REPORT ON TE]VIPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the 
following as their report: 

That the licensed liquor trafic is the most gigantic and affiiotive evil of 
the world and age no observant or thonghtfnl person will deny. In the 
face of the rain ii; body and soul, for time and eternity, of the million of 
drunkards every yearn manufactured by it in these United States and of ' 
its other millions of wretched victims in all lands; in the face of the broken 
hdarts, blasted houes, grin iing poverty and immeasurable anguish of the 
innocent millions of wom‘-n and children made to sufier because the gov- 
ernment must have blood money, enphonionsly called revenue, that cornea 
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from graotiDg license to iiqaor dealers; in ike lace of Ihe faot that three- 
foarths of the crimes committed and of the costs of orimioal prooedare are 
directly chargeable to the drink system; in the face of the faot that the 
good people of this or of any land have it in their power to rise in their 
might and down the monster: in the face of all these indispatable facts it 
is the wonder of wonders that the liqnor power is found ruling in national, 
IState and municipal governments and sweeping away the barriers of poblie 
tiitne and private rights. The granting of license for the manufacture and 
sale as a beverage of intoxicating liquors is in itself a crime. 

Key. Dr. J. W. Harmon, of the Mississippi Conference, says: "The 

exercise of all rightful authority under organized forms of society, corered 
by the aegis of cousiitutionai law and common law, must, of necessity, be 
so ex» rcised as to protect the public weal and insure the moral, the physi-> 
eal and the religious safety of her citizeue. The fundamental maxims of 
all sound law declare that no person or parsons shall be permitted to use 
their property to the damage of society or persons in the IState. How, 
then, did dtate Legislatures obtain the authority to turn loose upon the 
world such an eyil principle as the liquor license system, contravening the 
yery spirit andr intent of all sound constitutional law, and subyersiye of 
good goyernmtnt? This gigantic wrong perpetrated against all the inter- 
ssts of humanity, against the dignity and yirtue of good goyernment* 
against the fundamental prosperity of the {States, against the peace and 
happiness of millions, most be dispossessed and driyen out from its strong- 
hold; it must be cut, or torn out or yoted out from the statutes of all the 
iStates; and ihis criminal legislation must not be held as legal in any true 
sense of law, because such legislation is crime producing and, therefore, 
wickedly attempjbs to legalize that whiok is illegal. If a just and righleons 
retribution could be visited upon the guilty legislators who continue te 
continue to sanction this criminal legislation by the murdered millions who 
have been cruelly immolated on this bloody alter under the forms of law, 
sever again would there appear a license statute to blacken and smirch the 
pages of State legislation. The whole liquor license system from the 
state constitutional conventions, which opened this Pandora’s box. to the 
State Legislatures, wbieh hissed on the vile serpent, and from the Legisia<« 
tures to the counties, towns and cities, which have multiformed the fiery 
beads of this great monster, the whole web and woof is repugnant to the 
Constitution of the Uuited Statce.” 

In the Nashville, Advocate, of September 8, 1883, Guilford Jones uses 
the following language: "In the providence of God, the people of this 

country are the rulers; their votes control the law-makers and those who 
execute the laws; hence they are particeps eriminis in all the mischief 
which the liquor trafio is doing in this land.” 

After giving the facts and figures concerning the liquor trafio, he oon- 
olndes his article in these strong and truthful werds: "Now, before the 
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bar of pablio opinion, and before the Jndge of all the earth, we charge that 
the free men of this ooantry are responsible for ail this waste and terrible 
tide of woe. They have the power to throttle this great ‘blood-gorged 
dragon’ and destroy him. If they fail to do it they must stand charged 
with being partakers in this dark and terrible criminality; and if the court 
of public opinion fails to abate the evil, the guilty must face the charge in 
the light of the Judgment fires.” 

Your committee are convinced that in order to the death of the liquor 
power the temperance people, male and female, white and black, in and out 
ot the membership of the various charches must organize, not for a day, 
not for a year, but for the war, and the end, absolute prohibition. Our foe 
is found thorouehiy organized, and, wholly unprincipled; spent one million 
and more of dollars to defeat the women of Ohio in their late effort to 
C4rry that State for prohibition. The enemy wherever the vote is taken 
are seen moving to battle as well-trained, thoroughly equipped soldiers. 
The friends of temperance most learn wisdom from their foes and, as in 
Iowa, Ohio, Georgia, Arkansas, Mississippi, and in other States, and in 
some portions of our own State, go into permanent organization and, rely- 
ing on God and their own pesistent efforts, move forward with close ranks 
and steady march. The police jury of a parish are compelled, upon the 
petition of a respectable number of citizens, to grant an election in each 
ward of the parish. There should be promptly organized in each town* 
village and neighborhood, a Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and, 
thus banding together in one the Christian temperance element of all the 
churches, there will soon be in active operation throughout this State a 
moral power that cannot be long resisted. The enemy must be fought in 
detail: a ward at a time must be snatched from his grasp, then a county or 
a parish, and then a State, and another and another until our broad, fair 
land shall be saved from the onrse. The Church of Christ, helped by the 
respectable and moral people who are not church members, can do away 
with this evil, but not without thorough organization and the unconquera- 
ble spirit that can stand defeat — defeat to-day to win to-morrow’s battle 
The ballot, wielded not on the line of a political party, but in obedience to 
Ohristianity and the demands of highest citizenship, can bring relief in 
the near future In God’s fear, and for love of man, let us use 
“The weapon that is firmer set 
And surer than the bayonet.” 

Your committee submit the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we do not identify ourselves with any parti>4an move- 
ment; but as a Conference, representing the true interest of the people of 
Louisiana, we do seek such legislation as shall free our State from the 
power and inflaence of the grog-shop, whioh we recognize as the enemy of 
all good, and we ’o hereby call upon all good citizens, irrespective of party 
or creed, to aid in this object. 
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Besolved, That we heartily ooramend the peIf->^aorlfioiDg and effioifnt 
labors of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and we will co oper* 
ate with and assist them in their labors when they come among ns. 

BesolTed, That a committee of three be appointed by this Conference 
whose duty it shall be to confer with similar committees, which may be ap- 
pointed by other religions bodies, to prepare and oirsnlata for signatares 
petitions to the Legistnre of Lonisiana, asking that body to submit to the 
people a proposition so changing the organic law of the State as to forever 
prohibit the mannfaotnre and sale of alcoholic liquors except tor medicinal 
soientifio or saoramental purposes.
